thirteen years old , from the building of the City 696. ar = | 
which time ( the ſame happened to be Conſuls who were at 
bis birth)be went to Millain,z»bere he took his firſt ſtudies, 
thence to Naples, where he improved himſelf in all kind of 
Learning, which perhaps his Modeſty might have conceaF'd 
from the World, if not awakened by this occaſion. 

In that diſtribution of Lands which was made after the \ 
Battel at Philippi, by Auguſtus, to reward his Soldiers , 
Virgil was diſſeiſed of his Inheritance ; Hereupon be went 
to Rome,and, to prepare his way into the Emperour's know- 
ledge, affixed this Diſtich upon the Court Gate.

T he Author of theſe Verſes ( with which Auguſtus 
was much pleased_) being ſought for, Bathyllus,an inferior 
Poet of that time, preſented himſelf, and intercepted the 
Honours and Rewards of Virgil ;- who in vindication 'of 
himſelf, to the ſame Diſtich annexed four times

At Rome be ſpent the greateſt part of bis time,having a 
competent Eſtate,and a Houſe in the Eſquiliz,near the Gar- 
dens of Mecoenas; ſometimes retiring into Campania and 
Sicilie. He was every year abundantly helpful to bis Pa- 
rents, who died not till be came to perfect Age. Aﬀetted by 
all other Poets of that time, Tucca, Varus, Horace, Gal- 
Jus, and Propertius,to whom, as to all Scholars his Library 


ing his Verſes recited in the T beater , all roſe up and rever- 
enc'd bim( accidentally preſent )no leſs ſaith Tacitus,than the 
Emperour himſelf”; and by Augultus ſo much favoured , 
that he is ſaid to bave admitted him to his moſt private 
Counſels , and continued this intimacy to him by many Let- 
ters. Pedianus affirms, that be was affable, a great Lover 
of Good and Learyed Men; ſo far from Envy , that be

(z) It was a cuſtome at Funerals 
to raiſe a general loud Cry, the Rea. 
ſon whereof Servizs affirms to be, 
that they might fully awake the Soul 
of the Dead, leſt any part thereof 
ſhould remain in the Body. XKeker- 
man faith, that they miphe' delay che 
departure 'of the Soul. 
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(a) Proper to e£ncs, both as Son 
of Fez, and a King. Pier.lib.22, 1hey 
were Fortunate alto to Ceſar when 
they builr Neſts in that Palm, neer 
unto which he had encamped. The 
fame day that Diadzmenus, the Son 
of Macrinus, was born, an Eagle 
brought him a youns Stock-Dove, 
laid it in the Cradle whilt the Child 
ſlept, and went away without doing 
any harm, which ſignif'd that he 


ſhould be Emperour. The Arzſpices 


faid thit Alexander Severus ſaid, he 
ſhould be Emperour, becauſe, that day 
he was born, an old woman broughe 
his Mother a Preſent of Pigeons.

La Cerda,which were kept up for that 
purpoſe; if when meat was offerr'd 
they came not forth to take ir,or came 
flowly,or went back,or flew away, or 
the like, it was anill $180.

The 
Poet inſinuates ſomething here, who 
brings in Doves flying in this Wood 
neer Avern, that they, may ſeem to 
be of the number of them which were 
in the Elyſian Grove. La Cerda con- 
ceives Virgil to allude unto the Doav- 
en Oracles, of which Herodotze, 1.2. 
The Dodonzan Prieſts ſay thus; Two 
black Doves flew from Egyptian 
Thebes, one to Libya, rhe other to them, 
which ſitting apo a Beech, ſaid aloud 
with a hamane Voice, that Jove's 
Oracle ought to be built there.

That when bright Phebus ſhall his beams diſplay, 
They may make uſe of the ſucceeding Day. 

90 was Fneas overwhelm'd with Darts, 
Bearing the Tempeſt thundring from all parts 
And Laufs 1s he rcbukes, now mcnacceh 
The bold Youththus : Why haſten'ſt thou thy death ? 
And doſt ſo much above thy ſtrength eſſay ? 
Thy Piety, fond Youth, doth thee betray. 
But henoleſs raſhly himſelf engag'd. 
At which the Dardan Prince extremely rag'd : 
And'now his Thred of Lite the Fates had ſpan ; 
In him to th' Hilt his Sword /Zneas ran, 
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And through the Threatner's Shield, and Arms it palsd, 


| And Coat, his Mother with pure Gold had grac'd: 
Blood drown'd his Breaſt, his Soul her progreſs makes 
Down to pale Shades, and the cold Corps forſakes. 
But when his Face, great Anchiftades, 
And Cheeks, now wonderfully pale, eſpies, 
He ſtretch'd his hand, then Ggh'd with grief oppreſt, 
And now his Father's love affects his Breaſt F 
Saying, Poor Y outh, what Fame for thee is due 7 
What worthy Gift ſhall I beſtow on you * 
Take thy lov'd Arms (if thoſe thou doſt regard } 
And with thy Royal Parents be interr'd ; 
This Comfort kave in thy ſad Funeral, 
That thou by great #neas hand did fall. 
Then checks his lingring Friends, himſelf before 
Raiſing him up, his Hair defil'd with gore. 

Mean while his Father at the Chryſtal Streams 
OfTyber cleans'd his Wounds, and eas'd his Limbs 
Againſt a Tree, on which his Helm he hung, 

And on the Ground his ponderous Armour flung ; 
A choice Guard round : panting, his Neck did reſt, 
Which bowing, with his Beard cover'd his Breaſt : 
Then asks for Lauſus, and oft ſends to find, 

And call him oft, ſince 'twas his Father's mind.

Hz departure, each a Talent of Gold, 
and a rich Veſtment ( Hem:r, Odyſſ. 
3 0,)and for Garments and Cloaths 
it was wont to be a great Tre3ſure in 
this Kingdom, until the vanity of 
changing Faſhions made it otherwiſe, 
<0in Records and antient Wils among 
vs, the bequeathing of Garments took 
upa great part. And accordingly the 
Offices about the Wardrobe were of 
Eminence in the King's Court, as is 
obſerv'd by the Learned Dr. Ham- 
mend, in Amnt, on Mat.c.6.

Others ſay this 
was, that the Army might not make
